WASHINGTON (UPD - Wil­ 
liam, D. Ruckelshaus, the man 
who first revealed the existence 
of wiretaps on 13 of Henry A. 
Kissinger’s aides, says lie 
would exonerate the secretary 
of state of charges of any 
wrongdoing. 
In Stanford. Calif., former 
Wa t erga t e Specia, 1 Pn >sec u t or 
Archibald Cox came to Kissin­ 
ger's defense as well, calling 
news leaks and unsubstantiated 
accusations similar to practices 
in the McCarthy era. 
Ruckelshaus. interviewed on 
television (CBS'“Face the Na­ 
tion") Sunday, said, “1 think 
his role, as best as I have been 
able to determine, is pretty 
much as he has described it.” 
Kissinger has said tie par­ 
ticipated in a program to 
prevent news leaks by supply­ 
ing names of individuals with 
access to secret material. The 
secretary said he did not 
recommend that their tele­ 
phones be tapped, and in a 
briefing in Jerusalem today 
stood by his threat to resign if 
he was not cleared of “attacks 
on my honor.” 
"I stick, by what 1 said a 
week ago. and the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee is 
going to look into this matter,” 
he said,. 
“One of the things that is 


happening," Ruckelshaus said, 
“is that some of the documents 
• hat are dribbling out of the 
House Judiciary Committee are 
being used for purposes for 
which they were never prepa­ 
red.” 
The records were made, he 
explained, “to get an overall 
position of what happened — 
where these records were —and 
a summary of what happened 
from the taps themselves.” 
Now,, Ruckelshaus said, they 
are “being used in order to 
determine ... whether he’s told 
the truth

Relations Committee. 1 think, 
it's really unfair to take those 
reports in that context.”

After signing the pact with 
Israeli Premier Yitzhak Rabin, 
Nixon left for Amman where 
Jordanian King Hussein, the 
United States' oldest Arab 
friend, arranged a big w el­ 
come1. 
Nixon’s Israeli visit was 
friendly although it was the 
first stop where there were 
placards referring to Water­ 
gate. There also was a small 
anti-Nixon demonstration in 
behalf of Jew ish “prisoners” in 
the Soviet Union. It was broken 


up by police who pushed the 
protesters aside. Nixon did not 
see it. 
Today’s communique was 
very similar to the one Nixon 
signed with President Anwar 
Sadat in Cairo Friday, showing 
U.S. attempts to be even 
handed in its Mideast dealings. 
It calls for new U.S. economic 
aid to “offset 
the heavy 
additional costs inherent in 
assuring Israel's military capa­ 
bility for the maintenance of 
peace.” 
The nuclear agreement like 
the one signed with Egypt—and 
like similar ones with other 
countries —contains safeguards

Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger said. 
Nixon’s message throughout 
his visit to Jerusalem was one 
of U.S. friendship. He told

civilization will not become its 
grave.” 
“Under no circumstances 


does the fact that the United 
States is seeking better rela­ 
tions with some of Israel’s

any less,” Nixon said in. a, toast 
at a dinner in, his honor 
Sunday. 
“W ere used to taking risks 
and living with them,” Israeli 
Information Minister Aharon 
Yariv said today in a statement 
praising Nixon’s efforts to 
reach a permanent Mideast 
settlement. “The question is 
how big will they be and what 
will be done to minimize them. 
Without taking risks one doesn’t 
achieve anything.” 
But Kissinger, in a news 
conference before leaving the 
presidential party for a meeting 
of NATO foreign ministers in 
Canada, said, “We are pre­ 
pared to do for Israel what we 
did for Egypt.” 
Kissinger expressed confi­ 
dence the built-in safeguards 
would be adequate but to 
quelch any remaining fears, he 
said, “We will review the 


agreement to make sure there 
are no loopholes.” 
Kissinger said he believed 
Nixon’s trip had helped assure 
Israel its long-term security 
was tied to the Mideast 
negotiations and that the Arab 
world for the first time was 
ready to accept Israel as a 
permanent nation 
For Nixon’s one-day stay in 
Jordan, Hussein attempted, to 
match the impressive recep­ 
tions the President received in 
the three other Arab countries 
he visited—Egypt, Saudi Arabia, 
and Syria.

THE HIGHWAY HAY CROP 


Somebody near the lop in the State Highway 
Department is getting rather sensitive about the 
widespread criticism of the shabby appearance of 
highways across the state, if we can read between the 
lines of bulletins sent out by the department lately. 


Increased cost of everything has put a burden on the 
department in all areas of service — in mowing, in repair, 
in resurfacing, in fighting slick winter weather. It takes a 
lot of stretching just to get by. 


Mowing along highways costs a lot of money. In a 
highway bulletin received last week, it is stated outside 
contractors will be employed in three cycles to mow over 
36,000 acres roadside at a co6t of 1900,000. The department 
will in addition mow 40,000 acres at an estimated cost of 
$1.800,000. 


The department therefore says cost of mowing with 
highway crews is much more expensive than to farm it 
out. Reason given is that contract mowers are better 
equipped, and the department cannot compete costwise. 
However, there are not enough contract mowers to do it 
all. 


My arithmetic says that cost of mowing by contract is 
almost half of what it takes to do the job with highway 
crews. 


To help with this problem, the department is going to 
experiment with a new short grass. Through cooperation 
with Purdue University, five acres of ground for seed is 
being planted this year, and the highway expects to sow 
the short grass seed in 1976. This ought to benefit the 
mowing problem, they say. 


I have a better idea which I stole from the state of 
Wyoming. There the highway 'department lets the' tall 
grass grow along 'the roadside, and contractors with 
balers come in at various times in 'the growing season, 
bale the stuff up and sell it for hay. 'Why not? 
Why let these roadside hayfields go to waste when there 
are so many parts of the country crying for hay? 


Think on this, highway folks. If you can work something 
out, I won’t charge a dime for the idea.
